England its second major storm in 
four days.

Under the law, Rhodes’ authority to 
declare an energy emergency contains 
no followup powers. However, under 
an energy crisis, he would be able to 
issue orders which some legal 
spokesmen have compared to martial 
law — such as ordering school and 
business shutdowns, or limiting hours 
of energy consumption. 
Some members said they saw no 
reason at this time for Rhodes to utilize 
such drastic powers. Recent cur­ 
tailments by Columbia, expanded last 
week to include 10-30 per cent cutbacks 
for about 10,000 small manufacturers, 
schools, and small commercial users, 
have not affected residential custom­ 
ers.

Officials said they did not know how 
long the Seneca County plant may be 
out of operation. They said the ac­ 
cident jeopardizes earlier hopes of 
emergency purchases from customers 
of East Ohio Gas Co. in Northern Ohio, 
as part of a plan to reallocate more gas 
into areas of the state in greatest need. 
The purchases from East Ohio had 
been counted on to augment Colum­ 
bia's supplies by about 20 million cubic 
feet a day.

The announcement of the study was 
made by 
James L. Abercrombie, 
manager of Erda’s Portsmouth Area 
Office which will have principal 
responsibility for the construction 
project 
Battelle will perform the 
study under a subcontract with 
Goodyear Atomic Corporation which 
operates the Portsmouth Gaseous 
Diffusion Plant for ERDA. 
Abercrombie and other officials of 
ERDA’s Oak Ridge Operations, of 
which the Portsmouth Area Office is a 
part, participated in an ERDA press 
conference in November at Waverly 
during which time details of the 
construction project and plans for the 
socio-economic study were outlined. 


The add-on plant at the existing 
Portsmouth Gaseous Diffusion Plant is 
expected to cost in excess of $4 billion. 
Construction is scheduled to begin in 
1977 and completion is planned for late 
1985. The product of the Portsmouth 
plant and sister plants in Oak Ridge, 
Tennessee, and Paducah, Kentucky, is 
enriched uranium which is used 
primarily for the production of fuel 
elements for nuclear power plants. 


Construction forces required to build 
the add-on plant are expected to peak 
at approximately 6,000 and permanent 
operating personnel at the plant can be 
expected to increase by some 400 
persons over those required for normal 
operations.

preliminary analysis indicates that a 
part of the expected construction work 
force can be filled by construction 
workers within commuting distance of 
the plant,” Abercrombie said. “ Once 
the socio-economic study is completed, 
the number of in-migration workers 
may be more accurately projected.

Battelle’s Columbus laboratories 
previously conducted a preliminary 
study of socio-economic impacts 
related to the add-on Plant for ERDA 
as part of the date required for the 
preparation of a draft Environmental 
Impact Statement. The two-volume 
statement was issued by ERDA in 
November for comment by govern­ 
mental organizations, state agencies, 
local groups, organizations and of­ 
ficials and the general public. 
The expanded study currently being 
undertaken by Battelle for F.RDA is 
expected to take approximately five 
months to complete.

WASHINGTON (AP) - With en­ 
couragement from Presidentelect 
Carter, Congress is ready to try again 
to impose strict, far-reaching stan­ 
dards on surface and strip mining. 
Twice in the last session of Congress, 
strip-mining bills survived the shoves 
and tugs of mining and environmental 
factions and were sent to the White 
House. Twice, President Ford scuttled 
the effort with vetoes. 
Ford agreed with industry that the 
bills would hamper production, cost 
jobs, and increase reliance on foreign 
oil. 
This time, supporters of the 
legislation are cheered by Carter’s 
campaign statements that he would 
have signed the legislation. 
Environmentalists 
claim 
that 
Carter’s election denies the mining 
industry its White 
House ally. 
Environmentalists believe the coal 
industry's strategy this session will be 
to try to gut the bill rn committee and 
on the floor. 
Carl Bagge, president of the 
National Coal Association, puts it this 


way The industry is concerned with 
obtaining a bill that will increase 
production Bagge says the legislation 
introduced by Rep, Morris Udall, D- 
Ariz., is nothing more than “ a land use 
bill which has the explicit purpose of 
discouraging surface mining." 
In an interview, Bagge said the 
industry will try to convince the Carter 
administration that the best way to 
increase production is to forget federal 
action and rely on state regulation. 
Environmentalists are still working 
out their strategy. I >ouise Dunlop of the 
Environmental Policy Center, an envi­ 
ronmental lobbyist, says they likely 
will work to strengthen the bill to 
require more extensive reclamation, 
and to ban strip mining in western 


alluvial valleys, often prime agricul­ 
tural land, and on the steep slopes of 
eastern mountains. 
Over half of U.S. coal production 
comes from strip mules. Western coal, 
with its low sulfur content, bums 
cleaner and therefore is more 


desirable. 
Strip mining involves stripping away 
the surface layer of earth to bare 
seams of coal, sometimes 80 feet thick, 
that can be 500 feet below. The coal 
then is removed with giant steam 
shovels.

NEW YORK — largely because o f 
the escalating 
co st 
o f 
m edical 
m alpractice insurance, the price o f 
ho spital care has sky ro cketed almo st 
as suddenly and absurdly as the price 
o f co ffee. 
One can give up co ffee, in pro test o f 
co urse. 
Can o ne give up ho spital care? 
The rather surprising answer seems 
to be: in many cases, y es. 
Acco rding to a statem ent made 
recently by o fficials o f Blue Cro ss, o ne 
in fo ur ho spital patients to day sho uld 
no t be in institutio ns, using critically - 
needed beds, because they need 
no thing mo re than go o d care at ho me. 
And British researchers, repo rting 
o n a three-y ear study o f 454 heart 
attack victims, co ncluded that cardiac 
patients 
w itho ut 
m edical 
co m ­ 
plicatio ns fared b etter in th eir 
recuperatio ns under ho me care than 
they did in a ho spital enviro nment. 
“ With ho spital co sts rising at such a 
rapid 
rate, 
there 
is 
a 
gro wing 
aw areness that institutio nal care is 
o nly o ne way — and no t necessarily the 
best 
to maintain the well being o f 
peo ple who are sick o r elderly ,” say s 
Herm an Schuster, o ne o f a gro wing 
number o f Americans no w invo lved in 
the business o f helping to care fo r 
peo ple at ho me. 
Schuster is president o f Quality 
Care, Inc., a natio nwide ho me-health- 
care o rganizatio n pro viding the ser­ 
vices o f registered nurses, practical 
nurses, nurses aides, co mpanio ns and 
ho memakers. 
He has many co m­ 
petito rs, as the mo vement to ward 
tem po rary ho me helpers fo r the sick 
and elderly gro ws daily . 
Hiring pro fessio nal aides to care fo r 
y o u o r a family m em ber at ho me isn’t 
exactly 
inexpensive. 
R egistered 
nurses are appro xim ately $7,75 an 
ho ur; licensed practical nurses, $6.25, 
and nurses aides abo ut $4. 
But health insurers, as well as 
medical and geriatric experts, are 
beginning to act 
in an effo rt to make 
ho me care feasible. Just recently , fo r 
example, Blue Cro ss-Blue Shield in 
New Yo rk began o ffering ho me care 
benefits to state certified ho me health 
agencies. The o bject is to make life 
m o re co mfo rtable fo r patients, to free 
needed ho spital beds fo r 
critical, 


ra th e r than chro nic, cases, and 
inevitably to save insurance co m­ 
panies and the go vernment great 
amo unts o f mo ney . 
“ Co nsumers aren’t aw are o f the 
tremendo us inflatio n in ho spital co sts, 
because in mo st cases the go vernment 
o r private insurance co mpanies pick 
up their bills,” Schuster say s. 
But acco rding to an unpublished 
repo rt by the Co uncil o n Wage and 
Price Stability , medical care co sts 
have far o utstripped price rises in the 
rest o f the eco no my . 
Fo r the first three mo nths o f 1976, 
o verall medical care services ro se at a 
1 per cent annual rate; phy sicians’ 
fees at a 14.2 per cent rate, and 
ho spital service charges at a sickening 
20.1 per cent rate. ( Other services in 
the co nsumer price index went up 8 .9 
per cent.) 
'The “ average ho spital stay ” co st 
$311 in 1965. And co st $1,100 in 1976, 
By 198 0, a ho spital ro o m co uld co st 
$450 a day . In so me New Yo rk area 
ho spitals, it is already $300 a day . 
The 
relatively 
sudden 
spurt 
in 
ho spital co sts invo lve many facto rs, 
but 
the 
mo st 
significant 
is 
the 
m alpractice insurance price upheaval. 
Acco rding to a Do w Jo nes repo rt, 
m alpractice insurance rates liave sho t 
up as much as 1.000 per cent in o nly o ne 
y ear -- and so me ho spitals aro und the 
co untry have elected to dro p such 
insurance, building up a reserve fro m 
their inco mes and ho ping it’s eno ugh to 
pay o ff any m alpractice suits. It’s 
risky , but so is pay ing exo rbitant 
premiums. Either way , ho spitals co uld 
face bankruptcy . 
Repo rting o n the British studies that 
sho wed heart attack victims fare 
better in a ho me atm o sphere, o nce the 
crisis is passed, the New Yo rk Times 
speculated that 
so m e 
A m erican 
do cto rs wo uld like to send their heart 
attac k patients ho m e, “ but are 
reluctant to do so because o f fears o f 
m alpractice 
litigatio n 
in 
case 
so mething went wro ng. 
“ British patients and lawy ers file 
m alpractice 
cases 
much 
less 
frequently than do American patients 
and lawy ers.” 
But even if do cto rs are reluctant to 
take chances, the tim e is co ming when 
patients will increasingly elect ho me 
care 
because it is psy cho lo gically , 


and o ften phy sically , mo re beneficial 
than mstitutio nalized care. 
Until recently , it wasn’t easy to 
bring the ill o r the elderly back ho me. 
There simply wasn’t any bo dy to help 
tend their needs. But no w that ho me- 
eare perso nnel firms are o pening up 
aro und the co untry , and medical in­ 
surers are o ffering benefits fo r peo ple 
who want to leave co stly ho spitals, it is 
decidedly the wave o f the medical 
future.

DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — Health fo o d 
and o ther specialty fo o d sto res may 
have just the answer to that o ld co ffee 
grmd in the fo rm o f teas with the un­ 
likely nam es Mo rning Thunder and 
Pelican Punch. 
Do n’t sniff at the names. Mo rning 
T hunder, say s its m anufacturer, 
Celestial Seaso nings Inc. o f Bo ulder, 
Co lo ., has ‘th e po wer o f 1,000 charging 
buffalo es.” 
It’s a tea. And it’s mo re po tent than 
co ffee, with 54 per cent mo re caffein. 
Mo rning Thunder co sts 8 9 cents fo r 
fo ur o unces, which sho uld m ake abo ut 
50 cups fo r a little less than two cents 
per cup. 
Pelican Punch, also a Celestial 
Seaso nings tea pro duct, is specially 
fo rmulated fo r children. It co sts abo ut 
a nickel a cup. 
'The two are amo ng many varieties 
o f alternatives to co ffee available in 
the area. 
“ Depending o n its grade, tea co sts 
fro m a penny to a nickel per cup where 
co ffee, at $4 per po und, co sts abo ut 
eight cents per cup,” said Dan Adams, 
o wner o f the Bean and I^eaf co ffee and 
tea sto res here. “ A po und o f tea can 
pro duce 100 to 200 cups; a po und o f 
co ffee, may be 50 o r 60.”

My husband has been wearing a 
truss fo r a hernia fo r the past 18 y ears. 
He insists that even tho ugh the hernia 
has gro wn bigger, the truss is all that 
he needs. He is 52. Is he to o o ld fo r an 
o peratio n? Or sho uld he stick with the 
truss? 
Mrs. G .E. N.H. 
Dear Mrs. E.: 
A hernia in the gro in is an enlarged 
o pening, o r defect, in the pro tective 
wall that no rmally keeps the intestine 
in its pro per po sitio n. 
The stress o f lifting, o r an injury , 
may enlarge the o pening and permit a 
small piece o f intestine to be pushed 
thro ugh that o pening. 
Slight pressure can “ reduce,” o r 
push back, the intestine in its pro per 
po sitio n. This is acco mplished by a 
truss. 
Ho wever, the truss do es no t cure. 
Rather, it pro tects the intestine fro m 
getting caught 
in 
the o pening. 
Occasio nally , a lo o p o f intestine fails to 
return to its pro per po sitio n, and 
beco mes “ strangulated.” When this 
happens, surgery is almo st alway s 
necessary as a life-saving means. 
Since y o ur 
husband’s hernia 
is 
getting larger I believe it is unwise to 
wait until so me co mplicatio n arises. At 


his age, surgery is co mpletely safe if 
his general health is go o d. Rapid 
surgical techniques and m o dern 
anesthesia attest to that.

Hospital Costs

NEW YORK — largely because of 
the escalating cost of medical 
malpractice insurance, the price of 
hospital care has skyrocketed almost 
as suddenly and absurdly as the price 
of coffee. 
One can give up coffee, in protest of 
course. 
Can one give up hospital care? 
The rather surprising answer seems 
to be: in many cases, yes. 
According to a statement made 
recently by officials of Blue Cross, one 
in four hospital patients today should 
not be in institutions, using critically- 
needed beds, because they need 
nothing more than good care at home. 
And British researchers, reporting 
on a three-year study of 454 heart 
attack victims, concluded that cardiac 
patients 
without 
medical 
com­ 
plications fared better in their 
recuperations under home care than 
they did in a hospital environment. 
“With hospital costs rising at such a 
rapid 
rate, 
there 
is 
a 
growing 
awareness that institutional care is 
only one way — and not necessarily the 
best — to maintain the well being of 
people who are sick or elderly,” says 
Herman Schuster, one of a growing 
number of Americans now involved in 
the business of helping to care for 
people at home. 
Schuster is president of Quality 
Care, Inc., a nationwide horne-health- 
care organization providing the ser­ 
vices of registered nurses, practical 
nurses, nurses aides, companions and 
homemakers. He has many com­ 
petitors, as the movement toward 
temporary home helpers for the sick 
and elderly grows daily. 
Hiring professional aides to care for 
you or a family member at home isn’t 
exactly 
inexpensive. 
Registered 
nurses are approximately $7.75 an 
hour; licensed practical nurses. $6.25, 
and nurses aides about $4. 
But health insurers, as well as 
medical and geriatric experts, are 
beginning to act — in an effort to make 
home care feasible. Just recently, for 
example, Blue Cross-Blue Shield in 
New York began offering home care 
benefits to state certified home health 
agencies. The object is to make life 
more comfortable for patients, to free 
needed hospital beds for critical, 


rather than chronic, cases, and 
inevitably to save insurance com­ 
panies and the government great 
amounts of money. 
“Consumers aren’t aware of the 
tremendous inflation in hospital costs, 
because in most cases the government 
or private insurance companies pick 
up their bills,” Schuster says. 
But according to an unpublished 
report by the Council on Wage and 
Price Stability, medical care costs 
have far outstripped price rises in the 
rest of the economy. 
For the first three months of 1976, 
overall medical care services rose at a 
I per cent annual rate; physicians’ 
fees at a 14.2 per cent rate, and 
hospital service charges at a sickening 
20.1 per cent rate. (Other services in 
the consumer price index went up 8.9 
per cent.) 
The “average hospital stay” cost 
$311 in 1965. And cost $1,100 rn 1976. 
By 1980, a hospital room could cost 
$450 a day. In some New York area 
hospitals, it is already $300 a day. 
'ITie relatively sudden spurt 
in 
hospital costs involve many factors, 
but 
the 
most significant 
is 
the 
malpractice insurance price upheaval. 
According to a Dow Jones report, 
malpractice insurance rates liave shot 
up as much as I JKK) per cent in only one 
year 
and some hospitals around the 
country have elected to drop such 
insurance, building up a reserve from 
their incomes and hoping it’s enough to 
pay off any malpractice suits. It’s 
risky, but so is paying exorbitant 
premiums. Father way, hospitals could 
face bankruptcy. 
Reporting on the British studies that 
showed heart attack victims fare 
better in a home atmosphere, once the 
crisis is passed, the New York Times 
speculated that some American 
doctors would like to send their heart 
attack patients home, 
but are 
reluctant to do so because of fears of 
m alpractice 
litigation 
in 
case 
something went wrong 
‘ British patients and lawyers file 
m alpractice 
cases 
much 
less 
frequently than do American patients 
and lawyers.” 
But even if doctors are reluctant to 
take chances, the time is coming when 
patients will increasingly elect home 
care — because it is psychologically, 


and often physically, more beneficial 
than institutionalized care. 
Until recently, it wasn’t easy to 
bring the ill or the elderly back home. 
There simply wasn’t anybody to help 
tend their needs. But now that home- 
care personnel firms are opening up 
around the country, and medical in­ 
surers are offering benefits for people 
who want to leave costly hospitals, it is 
decidedly the wave of the medical 
future.

DAYTON, Ohio (AP) - Health food 
and other specialty food stores may 
have just the answer to that old coffee 
grmd in the form of teas with the un­ 
likely names Morning Thunder and 
Pelican Punch. 
Don’t sniff at the names. Morning 
Thunder, says its m anufacturer, 
Celestial Seasonings Inc. of Boulder, 
(blo., has “the power of 1,000 charging 
buffaloes.” 
It’s a tea. And it’s more potent than 
coffee, with 54 per cent more caffein. 
Morning Thunder costs 89 cents for 
four ounces, which should make about 
50 cups for a little less than two cents 
per cup. 
Pelican Punch, also a Celestial 
Seasonings tea product, is specially 
formulated for children. It costs about 
a nickel a cup. 
Hie two are among many varieties 
of alternatives to coffee available in 
the area. 
‘‘Depending on its grade, tea costs 
from a penny to a nickel per cup where 
coffee, at $4 per pound, costs about 
eight cents per cup,” said Dan Adams, 
owner of the Bean and I>eaf coffee and 
tea stores here. “ A pound of tea can 
produce IOO to 200 cups; a pound of 
coffee, maybe 50 or 60.”

My husband has been wearing a 
truss for a hernia for the past 18 years. 
He insists that even though the hernia 
has grown bigger, the truss is all that 
he needs. He is 52. Is he too old for an 
operation? Or should he stick with the 
truss? 
Mrs. G.E. N.H. 
Dear Mrs. E.: 
A hernia in the groin is an enlarged 
opening, or defect, in the protective 
wall that normally keeps the intestine 
in its proper position. 
The stress of lifting, or an injury, 
may enlarge the opening and permit a 
small piece of intestine to be pushed 
through that opening. 
Slight pressure can “reduce,” or 
push back, the intestine in its proper 
position. This is accomplished by a 
truss. 
However, the truss does not cure. 
Rather, it protects the intestine from 
getting caught 
in the opening. 
Occasionally, a loop of intestine fails to 
return to its proper position, and 
becomes “strangulated.” When this 
happens, surgery is almost always 
necessary as a life-saving means. 
Since your husband’s hernia is 
getting larger I believe it is unwise to 
wait until some complication arises. At 


his age, surgery is completely safe if 
his general health is good. Rapid 
surgical techniques and modern 
anesthesia attest to that. 


One of our children has epilepsy. I 
hear that high doses of vitamins can 
prevent these seizures. Is there any 
advantage that vitamins have over the 
drugs she is now taking? They seem to 
be very effective.

Vernon J. Ha7.1 ett, district director 
of the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service, Cleveland, today urged aliens 
in the area who have not yet filled out 
the annual alien address cards to do so 
t>efore January 31. 
The immigration official pointed out 
that the law requires all non-citizens 
except persons in diplomatic status 
and foreign representatives to certain 
international organizations, such as 
the United Nations, to mail their ad­ 
dress card to the government each 
January. 
Hazlett added: "The parent or legal 
guardian of an alien child under 
fourteen ( 14 ) years of age must fill out 
the address card for such a child in 
order to comply with the law.” 
He declared: "We have tried to

Aliens Reminded 
To Complete 
Address Cards 


Vernon J. Hazlett, district director 
of the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service, Cleveland, today urged aliens 
in the area who have not yet filled out 
the annual alien address cards to do so 
before January 31. 
The immigration official pointed out 
that the law requires all non-citizcns 
except persons in diplomatic status 
and foreign representatives to certain 
international organizations, such as 
the United Nations, to mail their ad­ 
dress card to the government each 
January. 
Hazlett added: “ The parent or legal 
guardian of an alien child under 
fourteen (141 years of age must fill out 
the address card for such a child in 
order to comply with the law. 
He declared: “ We have tried to 
make it as convenient as possible for 
non-citizens to meet the address report 
requirements; and, in view of the 
serious penalties for willful violation, 
all persons subject to the address 
report law are urged to fulfill this 
obligation before the end of January," 
Hazlett advised. “ Reporting is not 
difficult. The card with which to report 
may be obtained from any post office 
or any office of the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service. Any non- 
citizen who is ill may send a friend or 
relative to obtain the card for him.” 
After filling it out. place a postage 
stamp on the reverse of this card and 
drop the card in any mailbox.

In addition, public assembly can 
mean any building that has “ seating 
capacity of 50 or more persons and is 
available to the public.” 
But then there are exceptions; 
restaurants and just about anyplace 
else that serves food, bars and. for 
some reason, bowling alleys.

Registers 
As Lobbyist 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
Governor of Ohio, Jam es. A. Rhodes 
has registered as a lobbyist under a 
new law which broadens the definition 
of "legislative agents," commonly 
known as lobbyists. 
Since Jan. I, a legislative agent has 
been categorized as any individual 
who, as one of his “main purposes,” 
attem pts to influence the lawmaking 
process. Like almost all executives, 
Rhodes wants to see his programs 
enacted. 
Atty. Gen. William J. Brown ap­ 
parently set the trend for state officials 
last week when he registered himself 
and about 25 assistants with Senate 
Clerk William Chavanne. 
Chavanne said Monday he expected 
most high ranking state officials would 
follow suite over the next few weeks. 
The law was written with the intent 
of .shedding more light on the spending 
habits of special interest lobbyists, 
who 
regularly 
wine 
and 
dine 
law m akers 
when 
the 
G eneral 
Assembly is in session. 
After the first $150 spent on an in­ 
dividual legislator during a six month 
period, lobbyists must now itemize 
their expenditures, identifying the leg­ 
islator and the bill they are attempting 
to influence. 
Chavanne, the 
designated filing 
agent as clerk of the Senate, said 21 
employes had registered from the 
Department of Highway Safety alone. 
Rhodes’ aides Thomas J. Moyer, 
Frederick Mills and Craig Zimpher 
registered before the governor filled 
out his form on Monday. 
Registration forms have been given 
on request to State Treasurer Gertrude 
Donahey, State Auditor Thomas 
Ferguson and Secretary of State Ted 
W. Brown, Chavanne said.

Zacchini said the television reporter 
filmed his act over his objections. 
The Ohio court recognized that 
Zacchini is entitled to legal protection 
of his right to control publicity about 


his professional talents, but added the 
television station has the constitutional 
guarantee of free press. 
Tile U S Supreme Court refused to 
hear arguments by four nontenured 
teachers who claimed they were un­ 
constitutionally fired from their jobs in 
the Aurora, Ohio, school system. 
The court let stand a decision by the 
6th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals that 
the teachers had none of their rights

The teachers were told in April 1973 
that their contracts would not be 
renewed. 
The court said the Aurora school 
board did not include with its notice the 
reasons for their dismissals, even 
though such written explanations were 
part of the school board contract.
